“Most assuredly. Why every one last year’s graduates 
has position and not one them getting less than 


Nobody objects certain interest manifested the 
educator the practical success his graduates; but 
this day dollar worship that interest can easily grow 
beyond its right proportions. schools, especially 
Catholic school, exists order develop money makers. 
are not engaged the art turning out stenogra- 
phers, bookkeepers, bankers and electricians; our business 
form the character the children today that 
the men and women tomorrow may impregnated 
with true Catholic principles and with the finest fruits 
secular culture. 


Single-track minds are found sometimes even teach- 
ing communities, and your single-tracker prone 
insane over some close-at-hand ideal worldly success. 
Our teaching ought practical, yes; our graduates 
ought know how earn living, yes; but learn 
how earn living were the sole the main purpose 
education, might just well close our schools. 
Who are we, after all, teach people earn living? 
What know about practical business affairs? 
not notorious fact that the expansion many our 
institutions hampered just because lack financial 
finesse the part those authority? are not 
supposed business men; and cannot teach what 
not know. 


The wave enthusiasm for vocational training now 
passing over the country, together with the vogue 
get-rich-quick business “colleges” all our large cities, 
has necessarily psychological effect ‘the Catholic 
teacher. The thing contageous, and the goblin quick 
returns will catch don’t “watch out.” Wise things 
this connection have been said from time time 
persons without the fold; were well for heed such 
admonitions. Every year Professor Charles Mills 
Gayley’s “Idols Education” (Doubleday Page and

Richard Harding Davis. The sudden death Richard

Modern 
life requires that the elements scientific method and 
knowledge should form part every educational course. 
School work should not concerned training experts 
science, any more than specialists classics, but with 
imparting the rudiments liberal education all 
pupils awaken interest which will continue when 
school days are over. 

“That the standard—abiding interest—by which suc- 
cessful teaching may judged; and are disposed 
think that the descriptive and qualitive school science 
generation two ago was better adapted promote 
such continued attention than the quantitative work 
the narrow fields mapped out for instruction today. 

“In their anxiety impress pupils with sense sci- 
entific accuracy and cautious conclusion, advocates 
the methods now vogue have forgotten that even 
more important present view science which shall 
human well precise. the general neglect 
this aspect scientific study, which appeals all, must 
ascribed the fact that science has lost much its for- 
mer popularity, and has become task which only 
favored few can hope excel.”

Almost half his years were spent Oxford 
student, teacher and spiritual guide. was ordained 
priest the Angelican communion 1825. His first and 
his last sermon the Church England were both, 
curiously enough the same text: forth 
his work and his labor until evening”; and the twenty 
years that intervened between the two sermons were filled 
with the labors and the strivings and the vexations 
man who, like Dante, was timid friend truth.

Newman, after acting leader the 
famous Oxford Movement which brought scores prom- 
inent Englishmen into the Catholic Church, was himself 
received into the Roman communion 1845, or- 
dained priest Rome the following year. then 
returned his native land, member the Oratorian 
congregation. was rector the Catholic University, 
Dublin, from 1854 1858. was honored with the 
cardinalate Pope Leo XIII 1879. 


The Inner Life. key the understanding John 
Henry Newman’s inner life perception his intense 
religious spirit. him his own soul and God were ever 
the unfailing entities. His profound scholarship, his deep, 
almost uncanny knowledge the human heart, his 
breadth and depth intellectual power, his persuasive 
influence over the minds and hearts others, his peer- 
less skill writer, were all made possible his ever 
constant and ever increasing sense spiritual values. His 
entrance into the Catholic Church was, tells us, like 

coming into port after rough sea. long sought 

after, tardinly found, desire the eyes, joy the heart, 
the truth after many shadows, the fullness after many 
foretastes, the home after many storms.” Religion was 
the mainspring his life, the inspiration his labors, 
the source his greatness. Religion disciplined his 
mind, chastened his spirit, formed his literary style. 


His Poems. Cardinal Newman’s “Verses Various

When Newman became cardinal, chose his device, 
“Cor cor loquitur.” But many years before, while far 
from the peace that was afterward his, while voy- 
aging the Straits Bonifacio, had composed the 
lines that shall speak from the heart the heart long 
the English language endures. “Lead Kindly Light” 
one the few supreme lyrics our literature; its sim- 
plicity, its directness, its exquisite finish, above all, its 
impassioned echo eternal human yearning, are the 
secrets its immortality. 

Newman’s other unique contribution English poetry 
“The Dream Gerontius.” Considered its formal 
aspects, marvel metrical variety and taste; re- 
garded its psychological content, faithful and 
convincing record human reactions thoughts beyond 
the reaches the soul; and studied interpretation 
the life and experience man, glowing and 
powerful commentary what and what be. Here 
Newman penetrates behind the veil before which his dis- 
tinguished contemporary, Tennyson, paused with waver- 
ing hope answer redress; boldly flings open the 
door which Omar Khayyam found key; one other 
poet only, the Catholic Dante, has ever carried the human 
spirit and the human speech far. 

Principal Prose Works. and Gain” and 
lista” are Cardinal Newman’s prose fic- 
tion. They are not great novels, for their author had 
neither the novelist’s equipment nor the novelist’s train- 
ing; yet they possess the stylistic distinction that inheres 
everything that came from Newman’s pen.

They include: “Paro- 
chial and Plain Sermons,” “Sermons Mixed Congrega- 
tions,” “Lectures the Present Position Catholics 
England,” “Essays Historical and “Essay 
the Development Christian Doctrine.” and “Historical 
Sketches.” His “Idea University,” comprising nine 
discourses and group occasional lectures and essays, 
entation educational and literary ideals. The “Essay 
Aid Grammar Assent” original contribution 
philosophic thought. 

But Cardinal Newman’s masterpiece none these. 
His claim high rank among the writers England and 
the world rests chiefly and essentially his incur- 
sion into the most difficult literary field, that autobiog- 
raphy. reason his “Apologia pro Vita Sua” 
that Cardinal Newman claims comparison with St. Augus- 
tine the writing soul story that the same time 
the story humanity. And here have thank that 
very bigoted minister, Charles Kingsley, for forcing New- 
man evolve masterpiece. Kingsley’s name will live 
forever—not because that disgusting outpouring 
anti-Catholic venom, “Westward Ho”; not because 
“The Water Babies” nor even the truly beautiful “Old, 
Old Song;” but because Kingsley gets into the biography 
Newman somewhat Pontius Pilate gets into the 
Apostles’ Creed. “It the privilege genius,” says 
Brunétiére, confer immortality even enemies.” 

The Master Style. Cardinal Newman has drawn, un- 
consciously but unmistakably, his own literary portrait. 
thus defines the great author: 

“One whose aim give forth what has within 
him; and from his very earnestness happens that what- 
ever the splendor his diction, the harmony 
his periods, has with his the charm incommuni- 
cable simplicity. 
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“Whatever his subject, high low, treats suit- 
ably and for its own sake. writes passionately 
because feels keenly; forcibly, because 
vividly; sees too clearly vague; too serious 
otiose; can analyze his subject, and therefore 
rich; embraces whole and its parts, and 
therefore consistent; has firm hold it, and 
therefore luminous. 

“When his imagination wells up, overflows orna- 
ment; when his heart touched, thrills along his verse. 
always has the right word for the right idea, and 

“He expresses what all feel but cannot say; and his 
pass into proverbs among his people, 
phrases become household words, idioms their daily 
speech.” 

Here have masterly presentation the essential 
facts concerning every great writer. Every word preg- 
nant with significance. who would learn write, 
who would learn read and appraise, would well 
meditate long and earnestly every sentence. Those 
few dozen words contain the secrets the writing craft. 
They can fittingly compared with only one passage 
English literature, the famous speech the players 
“Hamlet” Shakespeare sets down similarly 
“lucid concision” the essential elements and properties 
vocal expression. 

There are two ways being original: 
say something new, add the sum total human 
knowledge, invent tool thought, disclose 
hitherto unsuspected vista human life; and secondly, 
bring new realization old truth, restore 
its legitimate function intellectual, emotional spirit- 
ual member that has become victim atrophy. The 
second form originality Goethe had mind when 
said that originality consists saying something 
quietly though nobody had ever said before. The 
original writer, either informer reminder. 
Sometimes both; and when both, and large 
way, call him genius. 

This being so, Canon Barry but conservatively voices 
the consensus competent opinion when tells that 
Cardinal Newman genius the first rank; for New- 
man made distinctive and absolutely unprecendented 
contributions human thought and carried the English 
language degree perfection never before attained; 
and Newman brought his hearers—and continues 
bring his readers—a fresh realization eternal truths. 
made new wine and after original process; and 
put the old wine into new bottles.

earth. will find delicate, penetrating and illuminat- 
ing humor which, like all humor truly masculine, ap- 
proaches times the ludicrous. will find, the 
words biographer, irony, finely tempered, ex- 
quisitely employed weapon controversy, the refine- 
ments the duello transformed the province words.” 
will find singular energy thought and scintil- 
lating vivacity expression, “Shakespearean force 
style,” Canon Barry happily phrases it, which con- 
notes not the remotest suspicion the clerical drone and 
drawl. will find abstruse notions made vital and con- 
crete means pertinent and sprightly illustrations. 
will find, with Edmund Gosse, that “Newman’s best 
essays display delicate and flexible treatment lan- 
guage, without emphasis, without oddity, which hardly 
arrests the attention first. but which, course 
time, fascinates. thing miraculous its limpid 
grace and suavity.”

Because his simplicity, his variety and 
his idiomatic vigor, Cardinal Newman unsurpassed 
model English. Even the grades, portions his 
essays can and should utilized. high school classes 
representative selections can studied units com- 
position. His essay literature, his sermon “The 
Second Spring,” his pen picture Saul and David, his 
description university life Athens—these and many 
others are within the range adolescent students. And, 
course, “Lead Kindly Light” and “The Dream Ge- 
rontius” should familiarly known our classes 
those vastly inferior poems, “The Psalm Life” and 
Thanatopsis.” The fact that our graduates manage 
leave our schools with only the vaguest notions concern- 
ing the great cardinal and his writings can explained 
only the hypothesis that Catholics not suffi- 
ciently appreciate our own and that truly man’s ene- 
mies are those his own household. Even “Callista,” 
considered solely work fiction, greater worth 
ina literary way than least half the English novels 
conscientiously “studied” academic classes.

“Well, 
don’t know anything about flowers; never paid any 
special attention them.” “Do you know the difference 
between geranium and chrysanthemum?” 
“Do you know the difference between the root the 
plant and the stem?”

“Do you know the effect watering plant, allowing 
the sunlight it?” “No; never studied that.” “You 
don’t know anything about plants, yet you want 
gardener.” “No, just take the seed and put the 
ground and let grow any way. The seed bound 
come up, the soil good.” Now, leave your 
own judgment, whether you would anxious employ 
that gentleman for gardener. Shall those principles 
regarded elementary all other arts and crafts put 
aside when there question that most delicate art 
called education? 


Although the theoretical part teaching essential, 
the practical part must assert itself the class-room 
where thoroughness, diligence and painstaking spirit occur 
the course the day. 

The teacher should fully prepared before entering 
the class-room, having thoroughly acquainted herself with 
the subject and having broad and accurate knowledge 
what she about teach. She should continue this 
throughout her teaching career otherwise she will fall 
into rut. well-known educator has said that “Unless 
teacher succeed keeping the intellects her pupils 
active, she will labor vain educate them. This can 
only done constant stimulus and since one can 
give what does not possess, the teacher must first 
all keep her own mind fresh and active.” Dr. Arnold 
said, prefer that pupils shall drink from running 
stream rather than stagnant pool.” 

Some the means which teacher may keep alive 
professional spirit are—teachers’ meetings, pedagogical 
literature; broad reading; extension courses; supervision. 

Teachers’ meetings should instructive and helpful 
all concernéd giving vitality, inspiration and harmony 
the whole teaching force. occasional lecture 
broad educational topic will serve keep the teacher 
touch with her profession. teachers’ meeting should 
conducted that will offer something and will not 
bore. great many are earnest, enthusiastic and 
eager improve, and when they find that they can ob- 
tin help their work, they will not object the time 
spent such exercises. The meetings should not too 
long, and they should conducted kindly and sym- 
pathetic attitude. Difference opinion will have ten- 
dency throw light upon the subject discussed. The 
members should wide-awake and enthusiastic since the 
meetings are worth just about much each individual 
teacher willing put into them. Therefore the meet- 
ings are dull and uninteresting the individuals are fault. 
teacher who comes the meeting with her problem, 
willing administer help others, and anxious pro- 
cure for herself, will find these gatherings very bene- 
The best type teachers’ meeting centered 
around the actual teaching children followed dis- 
cussion the work done. poor professional spirit 
which not strong errough lead the teacher accept 
the criticism her fellow-teachers when she knows that 
therein lies the property growth, thus rendering her 
more efficient.

Who shall dare say that learning properly 
operate and care for sewing machine does not have 
much educational value the solution problems 
complex fractions and compound interest the analysis 
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sentences. The skilful operation the machine calls 
for alertness, mental certitude and precision 
execution that make for growth and efficiency. 

the work cooking, attention given especially 
the preparation school lunches. has been found 
that warm noonday lunch encourages and increases 
attendance, furnishes means for teaching practical do- 
mestic science, and affords the teacher opportunity 
exercise strong influence upon the pupils and 
train them correct table manners. the occasion 
social center meetings the pupils often furnish lunches 
for the parents. This affords opportunity give in- 
struction arrangement the tables and the serving 
the meals. The classes are given instruction the 
selection and preparation food and the canning 
vegetables and fruits manner that correlates with 
elementary agriculture and especially gardening. 

plan furnish hot noonday lunches part 
the domestic science work general follows: 
Each day number girls are appointed the cook- 
ing, under the supervision the teacher. addition 
the food which the children bring school their 
lunch pails, some hot dish served each day. This may 
potato soup, vegetable soup, rice, cocoa some nour- 
ishing dish small cost. 

the manual training work, aside from elementary 
agriculture, there work varied and practical sort. 
Pupils are taught make repairs the school building, 
and make useful articles and appliances for the school- 
room and the home. Simple playground equipment af- 
fords excellent opportunity for the display boy’s 
ingenuity manual training work. connection with 
lessons poultry raising, the boys build hen coops and 
incubators. They make tables for use cooking and 
the serving lunches. one the consolidated 
rural schools, example what the pupils are doing 
manual training, the boys made such articles step- 
ladder, work bench, saw horse, shelves for two 
rooms, bench hooks, towel hangers, match boxes, hat 
racks, corn hangers, corn testers, bird houses, bread 
boards, chicken troughs, salt boxes, handkerchief boxes, 


milk tester stand, etc. This same rural school during 
the past two years has made total $250 thru social 
events. part these proceeds school piano 
was purchased. 

number rural schools are equipped with Victrolas, 
and here and there school has piano. These appli- 
ances work very successfully cultivating taste for 
music, and aid the pupils singing and play exercises, 
besides being source entertainment for social center 
gatherings. 

Conditions have not been different Marinette County 
from conditions other parts the country regard 
the people’s attitude toward the sort work that 
being done there the schools. required courage 
the part the teachers start this work the face 
disinterest, lack equipment, and many obstacles, but 
the citizenry the county has now been pretty generally 
won over the new regime, and all the fourteen new 
rural school buildings erected during the past two years 
are modern their appointments and equipment for the 
new school activities. Old schoolhouses are being rap- 
idly remodeled and modernized meet the new de- 
mands. There longer any criticism that the new 
activities interfere with the regular routine book 
study and recitation work the schools. has been 
found that pupils who become interested domestic 
science, manual training, elementary argriculture, 
etc., generally the best class work routine subjects. 
The standard scholarship the schools has been 
raised the introduction the activities described. 
Marinette County people believe that children the 
rural communities should have the best 
opportunities that good teachers, well equipped school- 
houses and money can furnish. 

This brief description published with the hope that 
teachers and county superintendents other parts 
the country who have not broken away from the old pro- 
gram will take courage and give new life their school 
work introducing such educational activities have 
been tried out successfully Marinette County and 
many other localities.

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MAKING MAY BASKETS 


Miss Corbett 


The return favorite wild-flowers furnishes the inevit- 
able topic for the month May. The teacher should 
work with Nature and utilize the enthusiasm the chil- 
dren. The making May baskets delight the 
children and affords incentive most careful, neat 
and accurate work. The twisting and weaving mate- 
rials from Nature’s storehouse, such grasses, rushes 
and vines into serviceable and beautiful forms seems 


instinctive man. The rudest people all ages have 
made baskets using the materials they had 

The simple folding softly tinted papers, little 
fingers, joy and lesson dexterity and precision.

little doorknob basket like the one shown Fig.

Treat the same way, bringing out 
back and laying down beside back Treat 
and the same way until have four pairs laid 
Take the reed the right the pair nearest the 
left hand, treat the same way and cut off the other 
reed that Thus always have four pairs and 
always work with the inside reed the first pair. Use 
large reed No. for the handle braid very loosely 
three pieces No. reed inches long. Push these 
three reeds down the center each side and lace 
them thru the weaving, securely forming three loops, 
shown the illustration. 

schools where reed difficult procure material 
close hand can many times found that suitable 
for bunch willow twigs and little 
ingenuity are all that are necessary make some charm- 
ing baskets. The small twigs and branches the com- 
mon willow that grows near streams and marshy places 
can utilized gathered the early spring. The 
twigs should thoroly soaked water and rolled 
wet cloth until pliable. Take six the largest twigs 
and cut inches long. the center three these 
cut slit and push the other three thru them the cen- 
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ter. This will form the bottom spokes. Begin weave 
with the smallest twigs procurable. Weave the bottom 
just you would weave any reed mat and add spoke 
the side each base spoke for the side spokes. Push 
these side spokes well down that they are firm, then 
tie the tops together hold them place until you 
weave around two three times. Weave until the 
desired height reached, then finish the top pushing 
each spoke down the side the spoke next it. 

The choke cherry twigs are also practical and have 
good brown color and keep well. 

Pine needles, cat-tails, flag rushes, grasses, corn 
husks, vines and barks furnish material for the enthu- 
siastic worker. 

The pine needles can gathered off the tree green 
the brown ones the ground can used. They should 
soaked until pliable and sewed with raffia, using the 
whip stitch. the needles are inclined break when 
sewing plunge them boiling water. 
needle used with linen thread the right shade har- 
monize with the color the basket raffia needle 
used and the raffia split very fine. The pine needles are 
sewed exactly the raffia sewed soft coil raffia 
basket and the lace knot stitch can used. 


Corn husks can shredded and woven the same way 
the pine needle soft coil raffia basket. The inner 
husks have beautiful colors, reds, purples, pinks and 
dark yellow. Very pretty baskets can made using 
the husks plain fancy braids and sewing them to- 
gether with raffia twine. braiding the husks the 
ends are lapped half inch and braided in. jelly glass 
fruit jar covered with the braided husks and with 
braided handle makes pleasing hanging flower basket.

Mabey Osgood Wright Audubon Leaflet 

Since the work bird protection has become matter 
international interest, have heard great deal 
vanishing species and the discouraging side the 
matter, while far less has been said about the increase 
certain species our most familiar birds, which can 
still further augmented little care.

cannot check, even guide, the overthrifty forestry 
that does away with the moss-grown stumps—pictur- 
esque their decay—and fills with cement every 
crack knothole suitable for owl, chickadee, nuthatch 
woodpecker; but there are dozen birds still abundant 
upon which depend for home music, the concerts 
the garden and nearby fields, and possible keep 
these with indefinitely only see that suitable 
nesting places are left them, lacking these, provide 
substitutes. 

Rare species may grow rarer, the despair the 
ornithologists who desire collect them for the purpose 
study exchange. The Ruffed Grouse and Quail are 
disappearing from many old time hunting grounds, but 
hereabouts, this summer, the dozen species song birds 
upon which depend were never more numerous 
better voice. 

Ren over this list and you will find that furnishes 
both soloists and the chorus: Wood Thrush, Brown 
Thrasher, Robin, Catbird, Song Sparrow, Goldfinch, 
Baltimore Oriole, Rose-breasted Grosbeak, Meadowlark, 
Bobolink, Red-eyed Vireo and, last and least size, tho 
not importance, the House Wren. 

You may not able offer the Brown Thrasher the 
bit thick brush that loves, the Oriole high sway- 
ing elm the Meadowlark and Bobolink field that 


either remains uncut, where the haying delayed be- 
yond nesting time, but very cramped and bare must 
the suburban home that does not offer the Robin and 
the House Wren lodging. for the latter bird 
the keen eye, sharp tongue and eloquent tail, there 
positively excuse for being without one more pairs 
them. 

The family Mockers and Thrashers which our 
House Wren, together with his numerous cousins 
tropical America, belongs, most interesting one, and 
tho containing two distinct sub-families, the species 
both have strongly marked characteristics common. 
While the Mockers have the greatest reputation col- 
loquial vocalists, the Thrashers have almost the same 
ability even tho their songs are less sustained and the 
songs our native Wrens equal either volume, the 
size the bird considered. 

There are eight species Wrens locally common 
the United States east the Rockies, whenever the 
region thickly brushed enough suit their necessities, 
and these three Bewick’s and the House Wren are 
sufficiently sociable, not only prefer nest near 
homes, but quickly take nesting boxes preference 
the usual crannies and tree holes the brush heaps 
which they spend much time creeping and fro, 
sometimes pursuit insect food and sometimes 
seems spirit pure restlessness. 

some morning the last week April, preferably 
after night rain with wind, come conscious- 
ness with the knowledge that the morning song per- 
vaded new tones. Presently the voice the Thrasher 
heard giving direction imaginary gardener about 
his planting; the Catbird has once more possessed him- 
self his point vantage top clothes post; the 
Wood Thrush sings from the dogwood the edge be- 
tween garden and woods, and unrepeatable burst 
melody from the corner the porch close under the 
window draws your attention the little reddish, olive- 
brown bird balancing there, with tail and eyes turned 
skyward, tho you know before you look that Johnny 
Wren who has returned, and that, pert looks, 
will very soon taking housekeeping orders from the 
Jenny his choice. 

day two Jenny, rather number Jennys, 
will appear, and then follows month the most active 
courtship the world song birds. Active? had 
almost said quarrelsome, for such usually seems; but 
then mere human being may not able distinguish 
between Wren repartee and the actual “back talk” 
real anger. 

Whichever may be, the pastime occupies nearly all 
the month apple blossoms, the serious nest building 
not beginning until the last week May, spite the 
fact that pair House Wrens have been known 
rear three broods six each single season. 

For prolific birds such these, whose cleanly habits 
lead them prepare new home for each brood, will 
seen that the possibility finding suitable nesting 
places matter the first importance, for such 
ardent insect eaters the food supply always hand 
during the season—from April October—that they are 
with us. 

The old fashioned farm was the Wren’s paradise, 
well that the Barn Swallow, Chimney Swift and 
Pheebe; tho the barn buildings were frequently too close 
the house for the best human sanitation, and the 
various appurtenances were collected with view “be- 
ing handy” rather than with eye order and pre- 
cision. Here Jenny and Johnny would locate their first 
nest empty tin can upon one the cowshed rafters, 
filling all the space not absolutely needed mass 
small dry sticks; for, above all things, the Wrens seem 
esteem coziness, and nook apartment has too 
high ceiling they immediately away with this ob- 
jectionable feature raising the floor. well 
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keep this requirement mind when making Wren boxes. 
house 4x4x6 inches, with sloping roof shed water 
and opening two inches from the bottom, and not 
more than one inch diameter, will not only meet all 
requirements but help repulse the innocently pestilent 
English Sparrow. 


The six eight purplish brown eggs, sometimes 
darker the larger end, due course turn into little 
birds that require great deal tending; and rapid 
the process digestion with these very warm-blooded 
animals that the excreta removed almost fast the 
food supplied and, strangely enough, appears ex- 
ceed the food bulk; but then must remembered 
that the food the most highly concentrated and 
nutritious animal matter. 


Not speck 
splash allowed drop near the dwelling, and often 
before the nestlings have actually taken wing, she 
varying her marketing trip hunt for dwelling num- 
ber two. 


searching the outbuilding sacred tools and gen- 
eral litter “mended some wet day,” for the little 
bags spider eggs that are very appetizing mother 
bird well the children, Jenny spied old stone jug 
that had gone once too often with cider the hayfield 
and come contact with rock. Badly cracked but not 
broken, was pushed back the shelf, neck out. 
once curious and restless Jenny explored the short neck 
and, finding much her liking, sent Johnny collect 
twigs for filling the unnecessary space while she finished 
preparing her youngsters take wing, finding con- 
venient leave egg the new nest before she had 
quite shaken off the care the first family. 

Whether the cider-jug home was too hot, whether 
the mice with which the tool ‘house was filled became 
too inquisitive, this second home was abandoned after 
few days incubation. breaking the jug see 
what had happened the eggs after the Wren 
flown off find new quarters for third venture, evi- 
dence pointed the bird birds having destroyed their 
own eggs fit temper disgust their surround- 
ings. Each egg was perforated single sharp thrust 
that could not have come from the teeth mouse, and 
the contents the egg had not been otherwise dis- 
turbed. 


Such state things once practically saw happen 
under very eyes, tho, lacking color distinction, 
could not tell whether the male female was the egg- 
piercer. The nest was small house the porch vine. 
One morning, few days after incubation had begun, the 
return one bird was heralded violent scolding 
the part the one sitting. Then both flew about 
lunging each other and fighting desperately. One 
bird, rather worsted, stopped rest, wings spread and 
panting, when immediately the other flew into the house 
and proceeded scratch and break the furniture. Then 
this one came out and flew away. Next day neither ap- 
and found the eggs pierced each with single 
thrust. 

The third nest that the old farm Wrens built was in- 


side the north window blind the best room the 
farmhouse, window seldom opened between spring and 
fall house-cleaning. was then the first week 
August, the location, shelted alike from sun and thunder- 
showers, was evidently appreciated. This third brood, 
the number five, prospered. 

can easily seen those who wish have Wrens 
about their places that house room must provided, 
the English Sparrow likely take himself many 
the old haunts. However, the box with the one-inch 
opening yet problem the Sparrow, the red 
squirrel, tho the latter can and will enlarge the hole un- 
less edged with tin. Make your houses the right 
size, not one two, but dozen. Think out the location 
and see that they are least partly protected from sun. 
not put the houses too close together, Madam Wren 
bad neighbor and her temper quick her 
flight. 

the end the season clear the old nests from the 
house. Wren can carry and lay unbelievably long 
twigs, but undo the work too great trial pa- 
tience. Last year series dozen Wren boxes 
remained unoccupied because they had not been emptied. 
Nests nooks and corners fall apart the wind and 
winter weather, but those houses stiffen and are hard 
remove even with human fingers, unless the roof 
the box can unhooked. 

Under proper auspices the House Wren increas- 
ing, and not doing this your neighborhood may 
not your own fault? Once established locality, 
the Wren clings it. This year, other space failing, 
pair have made strange nest house-maid’s pail that 
was hung, bottom upwards, air stake behind 
trellis where they had once nested. The pail had 
slightly incurved edge and between this and the support- 
ing stake they built narrow platform toward the 
bottom the pail, which acted roof. The structure 
was made sticks, which seemed impossible that 
small bird could lift, much less turn endwise and carry 
thru the round meshes the trellis. The nest when 
finished was the shape that the Eave Swallow, 
the supporting stake holding against the side the 
pail. 

“What shall do?” said the maid, being 
shown the nest, which was well outlined between the 
morning and the evening the first day. “My, but the 
work them!” was her admiring reply. “Leave them 
have it; can with something else, for it’s sin dis- 
courage that much pluck when trusts you for the lend 
the pail.” 

More this spirit will mean many more Wrens about 
our houses.

The Artist 


Sir Edwin Landseer, the most popular animal painter 
the nineteenth century, was born London, March 
1802. very early showed deep love for animals 
and great skill sketching them. was the youngest 
son John Landseer, distinguished engraver, whose 
children inherited his artistic talent. John Landseer gave 
his gifted son his first lesson drawing, directing him 
manner that meant constant improvement the 
child’s work and encouragement his best. Some 
the pictures Edwin made between the age five 
and ten were good that his father kept them, and 
now after hundred years they may still seen 
Kensington Museum, London. 


With two his brothers, the child studied art with 
English painter London, and 1816 entered the 
Royal Academy. this early age fourteen Edwin 
sent pictures several galleries. studied for 
while under the artist Hayden. picture his called 
“Dogs Fighting” (engraved his father) was painted 
when was sixteen, and “The Dogs St. Gothard 
Discovering Traveler the Snow,” also engraved 
his father, appeared two years later. The people 
London became interested his pictures, and im- 
mediately became the most noted painter animals. 
one else could paint dogs Landseer did, and 
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his pictures were great demand. was elected 
associate the Royal Academy the age twenty- 
four and received the rank Academican four years 
later. was expressly invited Sir Walter Scott 
(as great lover dogs himself) visit Abbots- 
ford, where made himself very popular with Sir Wal- 
ter and his wife sketching their dogs for them. There 
studied animals, their native haunts, the deep 
forests, the wild mountain sides and the lakes and 
rushing streams. Thus acquired bolder and freer 
style his work and became fond deer subjects 
for his paintings. 

For fifty years Landseer’s paintings formed the chief 
treasure and attraction the Royal Academy exhi- 
bitions, and engravings from his works had such 
circulations England that the sixties there was 
scarcely house which there did not hang one 
his horses, dogs stags. Even the Continent was 
flooded with them. Some his pictures are “Night,” 


“Morning,” “Children the Mist,” “The Return from 
the Deer-Stalking,” “Sir Walter Scott and His Dogs,” 
“Alexander and Diogenes,” “Dignity and Impudence,” 
“The Sleeping Bloodhound,” “The Connoisseurs,” “The 
Old Shepherd’s Chief Mourner,” and Dialogue 
Waterloo” representing the Duke Wellington ex- 
plaining his daughter-in-law the incidents the 
great fight years after occurred. This one the 
best the few figurepieces painted. was knighted 
1850. 1855 received Paris one the two 
large gold medals awarded Englishmen. The com- 
plete list his works very large. sportsman who 
wandered about all day long the open air with gun 
his arm, painted pictures with all the love and 
joy child nature. This accounts for the vivid 
force his work. Perhaps owed large part his 
charming social qualities. died millionaire 1873, 
and was buried with the honors public funeral 
St. Paul’s Cathedral, London.

HOT LUNCH FOR RURAL SCHOOL 


County Superintendent Gertrude Schwittay, 
Marinette, Wis. 


The hot school lunch “fad.” has become 
educational problem which being worked out pro- 
gressive teachers all over the United States. This plan 
has been use many countries the old world for 
some time, and wherever tried has met with 
approval both patrons and teachers. 


Marinette County, wherever hot dinners are part 
the regular school work, they have done much 
bringing the home and school together. Parents are 
very willing contribute their share, and are often inter- 
ested some new food furnished, new mode prepara- 
tion, new recipe. While equipments for our work may 
crude, the benefits are none the less apparent. 


Lord Bacon affirms that “the brain depends some 
way the stomach,” and may rest assured that the 
warm, well cooked dinner will insure better spelling les- 
sons, better solutions problems and clearer individual 
thinking for the remainder the day. 

Dr. Witmer the University Pennsylvania super- 
vised very careful scientific test regard the bene- 
fits derived from hot lunches. The increase average 
gain weight, lung capacity and scholarship was sur- 
prising. The matter discipline becomes little mo- 
ment when the pupils’ attention drawn the varied 
activities the new order things, and live interest 
all that pertains school secured. 


Cultural Possibilities 

One the most beneficial points gained the hot 
noon lunch, the rural school, the cultural possibili- 
ties the scheme. 

Many homes the pioneer section Wisconsin are 
devoid equipment, time, opportunity for many the 
finer sides life. Especially this true regard 
the hasty and often inadequate meals furnished the 
homes. Many the mothers must necessity care 
for the gardens, and still others assist the fields. 
this true there little time left for the finer 
things which make life livable, little care for 
aesthetic any must demand for their chil- 
dren=the citizens our commonwealth—as 
broad culture possible. 

Just little entering wedge, then, will table cour- 
tesies, table ettiquette and table manners, which 
necessity simple, yet pave the way for better things. 
The opportunity teach the economical use materials 
should not lost sight of. Americans rule are 
wasteful, and young girls brought farms are often 
unfitted for the work they seek the city homes. There 


is, however, their prodigal use vegetables, milk, 
etc., excuse for this the fact that the live stock 
the farm readily turn this seeming waste into money, 
the refuse the kitchen serving fatten the chickens 
the pigs; but when, the city kitchens, one able 
get platter “saratoga chips” for supper from the 
potato parings the noon meal, smacks direct 
waste, well loss the nutritive portion the 
tuber. 

must feel that the hot school dinners are paying 
part our school education. Let prepare our boys 
and girls for the positions they are looking forward to, 
and for more cultured homes, that later life their 
children may home drilled all that pertains 
better living. Habit the result doing things over 
and over, and because the limited time the school, 
the home must enlisted every plan for the better- 
menet the child, but left the school take 
the initial step, and when with the aid energetic, 
self sacrificing teacher the noon lunch established, 
long stride has been taken. 

Doing Things Holds Pupils School

dishes brought, when convenient knife and spoon box 
constructed wooden spoon for mixing whittled 
out and polished with piece glass bit sand 
paper, “our kitchen” becomes matter especial inter- 
est. Meantime correlate the boys’ work Manual 
Training with the girls’ industries. They must choose 
the right wood for the cooking spoon. They ask why 
pine will not answer. They study the grain the wood. 
Oh! the possibilities all this the progressive teacher. 
The twentieth century teacher congratulated 
her opportunities for enthusiastic work. 


Hygienic Value 


the foregoing have not touched upon the hygi- 
enic side the plan, which phase should appeal 
have only turn our own experience con- 
vinced that well cooked, hot dinner fits one better for 
the afternoon’s service than cold lunch, and when 
take into consideration the distance covered many 
school children reaching the schoolhouse, the lunches, 
of, many cases, food which thought proper 
nutrition has been given, the effect the health, tem- 
perament and morals pupil this neglect, surely, 
must own the hot lunch one the blessings 
well ordered school.

School Conference Punishment. 

The problem punishment implies understanding 
the instinctive impulses children. For most the 
misbehavior children can traced the influence 
three highly essential and important instincts, 

These are first, self-assertion which takes various 
forms such boastfulness, selfishness, greediness, jeal- 
ousy, anger and even cruelty; second, curiosity, which 
lies the root all knowledge and the most intellec- 
tual all the instincts. But children often seek know, 
explore, discover even the risk serious danger 
themselves and the risk incurring the penalties 
disobedience. Meddlesomeness, truancy, playing with 
dangerous and forbidden things, taking chances with tools, 
machinery, water, fire, and host other things are all 
expressions this powerful The third instinct 
which often. brings children into difficulty with adults 
constructiveness—the impulse make, build, fash- 
ion something new imitation things about. Un- 
fortunately this impulse not directed often takes the 
form destructiveness the adult sense, though the 
child there essential difference putting things 
together, taking them apart. Both are aspects 
the same impulse. most homes which have been 
built and furnished for adults solely, children often fare 
hardly when their constructive instinct begins show 
itself. Then punishment begins common and 
often, the child, mysterious dispensation and must- 
and don’t become dreaded words his vocabulary. 

Since children are born into world governed and reg- 
ulated adults, evident that sooner later, they 
must learn conform some the most obvious ond 
necessary adult requirements; and punishment some 
kind other probably necessary the case every 
child bring about this conformity.” 

Punishment effective must constructive. 
must inflicted not gratify adult sense reprisal, 
but wholly for the sake the child, and with reference 
his future welfare. 


Kind Court Last Resort. 


Punishment inflicted when positive methods 
training fail, and its primary purpose the inculcat- 
ing rights habits. is, therefore, inflicted with seri- 
ousness but without danger. 

The parent teacher should seek know the cause 
the wrong-doing and possible make such adjust- 
ments that incitements such wrong-doing are dim- 
inished. 

Punishment should never inflicted it- 
self but means, and should wholly the child’s 
interest. The purpose punishment ward off 
greater evil less, and the test its success its 
effect upon the child. 

Punishment must close time possible the 
offense, that the relation between the two cleagly 
seen, 

possible the punishment should appear the 
child the natural result his wrong-doing. The aim 
punishment develop the child self-control, 
train his will, and this must conform his sense 
justice. (The University Wisconsin, University Ex- 
tension Division.)

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SHAKESPEARE SCHOOLS 


Nearly 2,000 schools, different 
parts the United States, represent- 
ing half as many separate communi- 
ties, have arranged for pageant 
dramatic performance commemora- 
tion the three hundredth anniver- 
sary Shakespeare’s death, according 
to figures compiled by the Bureau of 
Education of the Department of the 
Interior. Although the actual anni- 
versary occurs April, celebrations 
are held throughout the year. 
Many elementary and secondary 
schools will devote their entire com- 
mencement programme this year 
Shakespeare pageant or play; and a 
number the summer schools will 
take advantage of the opportunity to 
give outdoor performances of plays by 
Shakespeare about him. 


order assist schools and col- 
leges planning celebrations, the fed- 
eral Bureau Education, co-opera- 
tion with the Drama League of Amer- 
ica, has issued bulletin giving prac- 
tical suggestions kinds cele- 
brations, type performances, lists of 
dances, and designs for simple cos- 
tuming for Shakespearian plays. The 
bureau has distributed copies of this 
bulletin to all city school superintend- 
ents, to principals of public and pri- 
vate secondary schools. 


The National Education Association
